Typhoid is Preventable 


Four hundred 
thousand 
persons 
incapacitated, and 
thirty thousand 
lives lo-t— tin* is.the heavy toll ex­ 
acted 
in the United 
States 
each 
year by the scourge of typhoid lever. 
And typhoid lever is a preventable 
disease! 
A recent bulletin 
of the United 
States Public Health Service entitled 
“Typhoid Fever—Its Causation and 
Prevention,” states that within tilt 
past ten years few of our commun­ 
ities having as many as two thous­ 
and persons have remained free from 
this disease for any period of twelve 
consecutive months. In recent times 
the rate of prevalence for the b ait­ 
ed States as a whole ha- ben from 
two to live times as high as in -unit 
of the countries of Europe. In these 
European countries the typhoid rate 
was formerly higher than the present 
figures for the United States. 
Their 
great reductions in the ravages ot 
the disease have been brought about 
by improvements in sanitary condi­ 
tions. 
In many American cities there has 
oceured within the last twenty years 
a considerable reduction of typhoid 
fever. 
Due in a large part lo im­ 
proved sanitary 
conditions 
in the 
cities, the typhoid rate for some en­ 
tire states has shown a material de­ 
crease. 
For the country as a whole, 
according 
to available 
figures, the 
rate has been reduced about 50 pet 
cent in the past 40 years. 
But the 
present rate is about the .-ame as 
that wide ii prevailed iii some of the 
other advanced nations of the world 
30 years ago. 
In other words, 
the 
United States 
is a generation be­ 
hind the times, in respect to the re­ 
duction of its typhoid rate. 
Practical and 
efficient 
mea sure ■- 
tor the prevention of 
typhoid fever 
are definitely known, but the efforts 
to get tile people of the average self­ 
governing community to carry out 
these measures to a reasonable ex­ 
tent are oftentimes decidedly experi­ 
mental iii character. 
In many in­ 
stances the cost of modern sanitary 
improvements lias been an ohs tach 
in |the way of typhoid prevention. Ii 
is often difficult to convince the gov ­ 
erning authorities that money ex­ 
pended in the protection of the public 
health yields large dividends. 
In rural communities 
and small 
municipalities 
another 
I a d o r

instruction and co-operation ut the 
individual 
property 
owner—enters 
into Hie problem. 
Here every horn 
must have its own method of sewage 
disposal, and in most eases its own 
water supply. 
the Public 
Health 
Service 
bulletin above referred to 
deals iii a comprehensive wax wile 
the construction of wells and out­ 
houses. 
In recent years a specific method 
for increasing individual resistance 
to typhoid germs has been employed. 
This is known as antityphoid inocul­ 
ation or “vaccination.” 
I'his method 
bas been used extensively in military 
organizations of the United States. 
and from the results obtained it ap­ 
pears that inoculated person- arc.

Not being furnished an answer, he 
went on:

is reasonable is equivalent to a mis­ 
take of one billion dollars 
in the 
value on which it is held the carriers 
are entitled to a return.

lf live per cent is reason­ 
able return on the investment in rail­ 
roads, an error of

one-fifth. 
The 
alleged 
value of these western railroads 
is 
$5,OOO,OOO,OOO. 
One fifth of five bil­ 
lion is one 
billion— and 
there 
you 
are. 
“It is very difficult for the human 
brain, with a sort of intellectual mi­ 
croscope, to intelligently analyze de­ 
cimals of one-tenth of one per cent. 
We can handle with 
more 
facility 
variations of a hundred million dol­ 
lars a year in the value of the prop­ 
erty. 
One is as important 
as 
the 
other. 
The rate of return is certain­ 
ly as important as the value. 
“ lf a railroad president is asked, 
he will say 7 per cent. is reasonable. 
lf a farmer, he says 3h per cent. 
What Is reasonable 
on 
government 
bonds is not reasonable in a manu­ 
facturing security J 
what is reason­ 
able on tile latter is not reasonable 
on railroad securities, either stocks 
or bonds. More than half the wealth 
of this nation is invested on a basis 
of four per cent, or less 
There are 
billions of dollars on deposit in our 
savings banks 
drawing 
four 
and 
three per cent; 
billions in govern­ 
ment bonds, drawing less than three 
per cent; 
billions in railroad bonds 
drawing 4£ per cent, and billions of 
dollars in our farms. 
“While soma farms earn as high 
as IO and 15 per cent it is safe to

Four hundred thousand persons 


incapacitated, and thirty thousand 
lives lost—this is.the heavy toll ex- 
acted in the United States each 
year by the scourge of typhoid fever. 
And typhoid fever is (a preventable 
digease! " 
• 


A recent bulletin 
of the United 


States Public Health Service entitled 
"Typhoid Fever—Its Causation and 
Prevention," states that within the 
past ten years few of our commun- 
ities haying as many as two thous- 
and persons have remained free from 
this disease for any period of- twelve 
consecutive months. In recent times 
the rate of prevalence for the Unit- 
ed States as a whole has ben from 
two to five times as high as in some 
of the countries of Europe. In these 
European countries the typhoid rate 
was formerly higher than the present 
figures for the United States. Their 
great reductions in the ravages of 
the disease have been brought about 
by improvements in sanitary condi- 
tions. 


In many American cities there has 


occured within the last twenty years 
a considerable reduction of typhoid 
fever. Due in a large part to im- 
proved sanitary 
conditions in the 


cities,-the typhoid rate for some en- 
tire states has shown a material de- 


ease.' For the country as a whole, 


according to available figures, the 
rate has been reduced about 50 per 
ccut in the past 40 years. But the 
present rate is about the same as 
that which prevailed in some of the 
other advanced nations of the world 
30 years ago. 
United States 
hind the times, in respect to the re- 
duction of its typhoid rate. 


Practical and 
efficient 
measures 


for the prevntion of typhoid 
fever 


are definitely known, but the efforts 
to get the people of ther average self- 
governing community to carry out 
these measures to a reasonable ex- 
tent are oftentimes decidedly experi- 
mental in character. 
Ill many in- 


stances the cost of modern sanitary 
improvements has been an obstacle 
in (the way of typhoid prevention. It 
is often difficult to convince the gov- 
erning authorities that money ex- 
pended in the protection of the public 
health yields 'large dividends. 


In rural communities and small 


municipalities another 
factor—the 


instruction and co-operation of the 
individual property 
owner—enters 


into the problem. Here every .home 
must have its own method of sewage 
disposal, anU in most crises its own 
water supply. 
The Public Health 


Service bulletin above referred to 
deals in a comprehensive. way with 
the construction of wells and out- 
houses.
